The fitness of the term "juggle," as 
applied by on? of the Councillors to the 
-V'lling" whctare-iast running muni- 
cipalTnatisrs into the ground, is be- 
coming every day more apparent. Tlio 
"word is popularly defined as practicing 
artifice or imijosture. A glance at the his- 
" tory of the land" juggle" will show that 
.T- the word -was not altogether inapt. 
" :lFu:at of all, the proposal was for the 
J,* ;purchaae of a site for a "Town Hall," 
and the chief argument urged in its 
~ favor was the alleged fact that land 
could bo obtained at an immense bar- 
■.jvj. gain , just now. Finding, however, 
that the object was unpopular among 
''Ratepayers tho loader of the majority 
at the next meetiug of Council de- 
clared with all tho coolness of a cu- 
i^-" cumber and the cheek of a brass candlo- 
•-— BMck-th at it was never intended thiit 
tuti sita. should be for a Town Hall; 
that it^wiia^ in fact, for general muni- 
cipal purposes, such as a public mar- 
ket, &q: and he insisted tba^. tho Clerk 
K*»Jnad erroneously introduced the term 
*/j;'iJ'^owii ikair' in the minutes, and 
iV! ►'moved b have them altered. In this, 
^I '^iVsOnce bold and cowardly, stroke of 
jpbiicy he -was supported by his fol- 
Jl'.'lSSSweM, aliaiough the Mayor was re- 
.^^UQ^jf^^y 'coinpelled to admit the faith- 
— fulttess of the Clerk's.record; and the 
, motion to "cook" ijie minutes to suit 
■was only lost by an inadvertency on 
the'^part of its supporters. But while 
J^Sisclaiming tho Town Hall and i>lead- 
*' ing tho more popular object of a pub- 
lic market, they still persisted in the 
,- assertion that they knew where tho 
' land could be had at an astounding 
bargain. As is common to "jugglers," 
they made groat mysterj' about it and 
wont into a "dark room" to reveal and 
consider this wonderful bargain. But 
what must have been the surprise of 
the public when they learned that the 

■ ' land was not in a central iJosition and 

that the price was nearly double its 
.assessed value! The supporters of 
the scheme constituted asolid majority, 
however, and they had it all their own 
f,".Vay. It was in vain that Councillors 
. i'.'Morton and Hayward reminded them 
that, in former purchases, the Council 
t Had laid down and acted ujDon the 
'J.principle that the assessed value (pro- 
fessing as^it did to be the market 
value) cphstituted a fair basis for pur- 
chase. , was in vain that the Ohair- 
_ of the Finance Committee told 
lem thai; there were no available 
funds, that, instead of the large sur- 
plus they had led Bate-payers to be- 
r lieve existed, there would in reality be 
i deficit at the end of the year. It 
• ' 'Was in vain they were reminded that 
the city had a supplementary water 
•works loan of, say, $50,000, and a large 
loan for a system of sewerage staring 
it in tho face. It was in vain that they 
wore told that a more central and in 
every respect more suitablo site could 
1 be obtained for littlo more than lialf 
the sum. It was in vain they were 
told that the whole proceeding was ir- 
regular and ^unconstitutional. In a 
word, it was clear that, for rcnsons 
best known to tlicmsclves, tho maj- 
ority were determined to aoquiro tho 
lots in question, regardless of nil the 
considerations by which a representa- 
tive body is generally supposed to be 
guided in such matters. Not only so; 
«! .-but tho property must noods bo ac- 
quired instantcr! Tlio agout wouhl 
■r only give the Council a wook in wiiich 
to conclude tho purclmscand uiuke llio 
first payment, as ho had a stauding of- 
.ler.of $500 more from another quarter. 
'The necessary by-law was, therefore, 
H» bushed hurriedly througli its various 
'■stages. When Councillor.s Murton 
and Hayward lu-gcd tho by-law should 
at least exprosH on its face the terms 
' of payment, the Mayor stated that he 
' '' would not sign ior more than tho in- 
stalment of $1,600 to be paid out of 
the present year's revenue, and tliat to 
' ask more than this aRsuranco was to 
insult him by questioning his wordl 
Look, now, at the sequel: Two weeks 
have passed, but the agent has not 
taken advantage of the ojipoi tuiiity tluis 
presented to take ?500 rnoro for tho 
lots? A fortnight has passed, and it 
has been domouHtratt'd that Councillors 
Morton and Hayward were quite cor- 
rect in contending that the proceeding 
was illegal; it has transpired that tho 
Citv Attorney was inisdiroctod by tlio 
majority. A fortnight has passed and 
tho Mayor has, himsolf, dumonstrat/Hl 
tho utter worthlcssness of his own 
assurance by openly declaring his ia- 
'\tention and dotoimination to sanction 

■ and sign for tho payuiont of the whole 
of tho pureliaso iiiouoy out of thisyear's 
revenue? Now, tho reader will dis- 
tinctly understand tliat it is not tiio 
purchaflo per so wo magnify inlosucli 
importance. Tho lots in question may 
•be the moat suitable that could bo had, 



pursued by the majority in respect of 
this particular transaction maybe hon- 
est or it may bo fitly described l y tho 
term "villanous" apjdiod to it by 
Councillor Morton. It is the jMinful 
suspicion that such jugglerj' inevitably 
begets in the minds of Ratepayers. 
Remember, the " Gduneil have passed 
upwards of $150,000' of municipal 
money through their hands this year!

It is 
Btated that tho Colonial Office is inclined 
to leave the whole matter in the hands of 
the Doininion Government, in whose in- 
tegrity there is every confidence. I bo- 
lievo that Mr. Wiflkem is to have another 
interview with the Colonial Secretary. 

Nkw FiiisNon Rifle.— A gnnmaker of 
Limogos lias miliuiittod to Iho military 
commission uL Viiiconiios a rille of very 
novel coii.-itniution. it is tiius iloscribeil 
in a Paris journal : Tiio now pro- 
BOnts nothing exteriorly, but tho loci; is 
so arranged that tho brooch ia opouod by 
cooking tlu> jiieoo, and the charge being 
introduced, the breoch is closed and the 
gun lired by touching tho trigger. Tho 
cartridge consists of a holluw, leailcn 
cone tilled witii i)o\vil(!r, and closed at tho 
base by means of a iiioco of cork. At tho 
moment tho ca.itrjdgo is introduced into 
the breech tho poweler esca])es by a small 
■ hole in the cork, and an imperceptible 
ball of fulminating powder, which forms 
the priming, takes its i)ro])or position. 
Tho triple action of cocking, loading and 
firing is thus ctl'octcd .simultaneously, so 
that a man with very little experience 
oan fire twenty rounds a minute. Tho 
cartridges are stored in an iron tube, 
which is placed parallel with the barrel, 
and contains 30 balls, so that the piece 
mav be lirnil as many times almost with- 
out any interval, and without removing 
the stock from the shoulder, as there ia 
nothing to be done but to oook and pull 
the trigger. 



SoiciDE. — A youug man named Mars 
Silverman, brother-in-law of Mr. Bar- 
man, merchant of Portland, blow out his 
brains with a revolver in the Uosmopolit- 
an Hotel, Portland, on tho 1st inst. leav- 
ing behind tho following letter:

They then tried to got 
down, but found escape impossible, 
and eonnncnced to shout for helj). 
Their mother, who wa,s --a short dis- 
tance away, heard their cries of dis- 
tress, and ran to their assistance. 
When she entered the barn all she 
could see was a dense cloud of smoke 
and flame, and from it proceeded tho 
most piteous screams and cries from 
her little children. With a mother's 
dcvoliun, tho bravo woman climbed in- 
to tlie burning mow. No sooner had 
she done so than s1ie was overcome by 
the heat and smoke, and fell on her 
face in tho hay a short distance from 
her children. Some of the neighbours 
were by this time attracted by the 
smoke rising from tho burning l)uild- 
iiig, and ari'ived just in time toscie her 
roll out of tho mow to the floor in an 
unconscious condition. 'J'hey picked 
her up, but she was dead. After the 
building was burned down the bodies 
of the three little children were also 
recovered. 

— A horrible 
murder was committed about 2 miles 
from here on Sunday last by Charles 
i^Ioran shooting his brother'a wife iivo 
times in the. head, and then cutting 
her throat.

A letter from Australia to the 'Altn' 
states that on the 11th of July, near 
Bird Island, tho morcliaut bark Siorra 
Nevada and tho brig Geo, H. Peak 
collided. The brig sank immediately, 
but the officers and crow were rescued 
by the bark. Tho brig was bound for 
^ielbourlle and the bark for Sau Fran- 
cisco. 

ThoTuacarora loft horo just one 
year ago to-day, to sui'vey the line and 
make soundings for a cable to Japan. 

The first attempt, from Capo Flattery, 
was abandoned on account of tho late 
iiess of tho season, and she made 
soundings on and oiT tho coast from 
(Jape Flattery to San Dcigo. From 
that part she struck out for Honolulu, 
making soundings as she wont. From 
Honolulu she jirocceded io Yokohama 
via Borneo Island. Tho deepest water 
found on this line was 3,287 fathoms. 
Two lines were started from tho coast 
of Japan, but were abandoned on ac- 
count ot the great depth of water. The 
third line was found feasible and aline 
was run to Kurilla island, one of the 
Aleutian group, tlunee to Ounalaska, 
and from there to Cape Flattery.

ly upon its halting it was Ijoarded ami 
taken iiossessiou of hy a bond of armed 
man who shot the colored mail agent and 
Congressman Hughes of Alabama.

It is to at- 
tain possession of this stretch of c(nni- 
try, through which the railway line to 
the Pacific must run, and to provide 
f ir tho Crees a now reservation that 
tlie Minister of the Interior has taken 
tho trip to the northwest. The coun- 
try included comprises the Touchwood 
Hills, tho Cypress Hills, Moose ^Moun- 
tain, and all the vast ])rairie country 
watered by the (^u'Aiipelle jiost, about 
threo hundred and twenty miles from 
Fort Garry, not far from the series of 
snnill lakes whose strange echoes gave 
tho river its name. Presents, etc., to 
he given to tho Iinlians have been pur- 
chased, and, acconling to the AViiini- 
peg "Free Press," all the preliminary 
steps connected w'lih ^ the jirojiose.l 
treaty seem to have been taken iu a 
business-like manner.

^'aiK^ouvor Island. But it was known 
that tho engineering difficultioa on this 
route were very great, while the dis- 
tance to bo triiversed would bo from 
'JO to lUO miles longer than by tho 
shortest lino from tho Yellow HeM" 
pass — the common starting poinfcjof 
most of tho surveys— to Buritodlnlet. 
Tho estimated length of the road from 
Fort Edmonton via the Yellow Head 
pass to Bute Inlet would be 84:G miles, 
and frtim tho same point to Burj'ard 
Inlet oilhor 7'JO or 7G4 mi^es according 
to the route adojited. •• . '■ '■ -i ' 

Tliere is another line, a trifle sh'orter • 
than the one last mentioned, tefiniffat* 
ing, at its westerly extremity at Howe 
Sound to tlie north of Burrard Inlet, 
but the engineering objections to this 
route appear to be greater than thoso 
discovered upon tho more southerly

"Wo have reason to believe thatKfur- 
Iher cxamimition of the Bute Inlet 
route has shown the diiBculties of 
that undertaking to bo all but insur- 
mountable, and that, • ^ha-ving regird 
to those consideiations and theimpor- ^ 
tance of saving in distance, the rood 
will probably terniinato at Burrar^'dja- 
let, near to which, on the Eraser Krver, 
is situated the city of New Westmin- 
ster. Burrard Inlet is in fact to New

A further saving in construction 
may, too, in the first instance be effect- 
ed in con.sequence of the Frnser being 
navigable for some seventy miles from 
its mouth. It may not be abbolut^ly 
determined whether the route adopted 
will be one from Fort Hope on flio 
Eraser direct to Kamloops at the fbrke 
of the Thompson River, or whether, 
running northv>-ard from Fort Hope 
and passing Yale, it should follow tho 
course of the Frnser to Lytton, and 
then roach Kamloops by the va]|lej*of 
the Thompson. The last named route 
would bo some fifty miles longer tlian 
tlu! other. TIk; ijuc-ition between the 
tv.'j routes will have to bo decided, wo 
])i C'siiuu;, hy a careful coiiij'iarisou of 
their adv;uitages from an engineer's 
point of view. t 

From Mr. Fleming's report it would 
a])]iear;iH though the gradients on tho 
lino via lA'ttoii would be lighter than 
on any other route that has yet been 
siu'vr yed. At the same time it has to 
bear the ])onalty attaching apparently 
to every line that seeks to reach tho 
Pacific, of .some very heavy work as it 
apjiioaches its final destination. For 
ec.n.-;tructioii jrarposes the route which 
we believe is most likely to be adopted, 
owing'^o existing meaus of communi- 
ciilioii,. would certainly appear to pos- 
sess considerable recommendations 
overoiu! terminating at Bute Lilet, 
whilst no harbor on tho mainland'can 
ei]\ial Burranl Inlet in the facilities it

Tyh r, i 
on railway accidents in isTii, from ■ 
which it appears that the total num- ' 
ber of persons recorded hy tho Board : 
of Trade as having been killed on rail- ' 
ways during the year was 1 ,;i7'2, ami ; 
the number injured way 3,110. Of 
these, ICO persons killed and 1,750 
persons injured were passengers, and 
the remainder, 1,212 killed and 1,3()0 
injured, were officera orser%'ants of the 
railway companies, or tresjiasscrs. or 
others who met with aceidciits at level 
crossings, or from miscellaneous 
causes.
